GUAM, Feb. 16 (AP) — Toyko was raided by more than 1,500 American carrier planes today in an unprecedented attack which Japanese 
headquai-ters said lasted for more than nine hours while the greatest naval fleet ever assembled hunted for a fight withm 300 miles of . ■ ■ 
Japan's shores. Protecting Vice Adm. Mai'c A. Mitscher's cai'rier forces, battleships; ci-uisers and destroyers of Adm. Raymond A^ Spru-; 
ance's fifth fleet spread out in a 200 mile column in Japanese waters, daring the enemy fleet to come out 

Seven hundred miles to the south another task force, which Tokyo said was comprised of more than 30 warships, including battleships 
and carriers, shelled Iwo J ima in coordination with land-based bombers which have been attacking the island outpost daily for two months. . 

A Japanese imperial communiqilo reported that "carrier-, 
based planes of a powerful enemy task force' which appeared 
in the seas adjacent to our shores" attacked airfields in and: 
around Tokyo in successive waves from 7 a. m. to 4 p. in. ' . 
today. The enemy Domei news agency added that heavieat " 
blows were rained on bases from which Interceptors take off . 
against Superfortresses raiding the nipponese capital. 

Tokyo's seven millions,. long familiar' with Superfortress 
raids, had never seen anything like today's carrier attack. ' 
Something tremendous is unfolding. -

It is now possible to disclose that nearly 1,800_ allied .prison- 
ers, mostly AmEricana, perished ■when a int-lrap Japanese 
prison ship was sunk by an allied submarine Oct. 24. Only 
five survivors have been accounted for in the months since 
tho tragedy occurred In the China sea.

-'I don't know how matiy werei 
left In the holds who wore wounded 
by tho torpedo or too eJck to move 
The ahlp was in sight for about an 
hour, but I don't know how It could 
have stayed afloat much longer. 

The Japs mode no etfort to take 
anybody off or to pick up any of ihi 
prisoners In the water, 

■The only ones I know of who get 
sway were the lour who later Joined 
me. A life boat from the torpedoed 
ihlp drilled to us and we climbed 
In. A tMX floated by the boat and 
Overbecfc pulled » In. It held i - 
and most that titled the boat' 
Not Molested 
Tho five castaways drifted during 
the rest of the nlsht. Ones the boat 
shipped a drenching load of water. 
Tho next morning one ol the Jap- 
anese destroyers cruised within 100 
yards, but they feigned exhaustion 
and were not molested- As soon as 
they dared, after the destroyer was 
out of sight, the survivors hoisted 
uU and reckoned a course from the 
itars which wotild lake them, they 
hoped, to China. 

About noon one day they landed 
In friendly torTltoty and eventually 
they reached a cunp ol the 11th 
sir force, whose commander, Maj. 
Qui. Claire Oheimault, soon got 
them ntioard a transport which flew 
them over enemy-held territory to 
New York.

propaganda. 

~ Ten years ago those slogans must liiive 
' Bounded plausible to many Orientals. Tho 
: vast colonial territories ol southeoatorn Asia 

■ and Oceania were lertlle ground for such talk, 

■ even though aiiyone with a nodding acqualnt- 

■ ance with tho Japanese national spirit must 
have Itnown that any promise ol actual equal- 

■■ Jty In "Greater East Asia" was absurd. 
The Bonn of Heaven have even been able to 

- give their nazl partners a few Ideaa about ra- 
,' clal bigotry. "Yet lor all of that, some Ailana 
' might have been willing to trade "white su- 

- premacy" lor yellov; domination, If other Itn- 

- proffements were forthcomhiB. They were not, 
'. of course. The history ol Manila under the oc- 
" cupatlon has shown that there was not a par- 

ticle of sincerity In the Jap fllogans. 
I Manila presented the Japs with a grave 
; choUenge. Here was a splendid city which 
r combined an ancient culture with modern 
1 comfort and convenience. Its peoplo enjoyed 

the highest llvhig standards In the Orient. 

Already they enjoyed almost complete Indo- 
T pendence, and the end of America's benevo- 
r lent guidance was near. U tho Japs were going 

'to do better they would have to do awfully 

well. 

But ManUa offered them a great opportu- 
nity, too. All they had to do was keep the 
wheels going In a system already established, 
and they would have a model example ol lite 
In Qreater East Asia. 

Japan's occupation of "the part of the Orl 
ent" was somewhat comparable to Germany's 
ocoiipatlon of Paris. But tho Oermana nppat-' 
ently were awed by Paris. They tried to keep 
It as Parisian as they could, and to make 
themselves as Parisian as possible for the du- 
ration of their stay. The effort was Ironic and 
Insulting, but at least their arrogance ^s 
shaken by contact with the magical city, even 
though that arrogance was replaced by craven 
cruelty and clumsy Imitation. 

But tho Japs obviously had no such feeling 
about Manila. They might have succeeded 
where tho Germans failed, for the city was 
long out of the thick of the war. Instead, how- 
ever, they missed their chance to build any 
prestige. They took a city that was clean, 
healthy and prosperous. They left It a place 
of filth, starvation, disease and despair. 

Manila has paid a sad price. But In doing so 
It has given the world an enduring transla- 
tion of "Asia for the Asiatics" and "co-pros- 
perity"— subjugation, exploitation, and stu- 
pid, 'barbarous, heartless neglect. 

WHAT PEACE FOR JAPAN? 

An Australian clergyman In this country 
has urged a "Just peace" which would not 
crush Japan's economic development or re- 
duce her to a third-class power. He argues 
that, while those who have suffered at the 
Japs' hand may favor harsh terms, our chil- 
dren in another 25 years will be unwlUlng to 
continue such on attitude. He fears a sullen, 
vengeful "Japan" and~B"repetltlon- of "this 
whole bloody business." 

Yet we always bequeath to our children 
prisons Uiat contain criminal types who are 
a menace to public safety. Our children may 
have forgotten their crimes. But they will 
know that they are sullen and rcsentlul 
types who would resume a criminal lite If 
released. So they do not hesitate to con- 
fine them for tho duration of their sen- 
tences. 

Confinlhg a criminal nation Is not so 
simple as putting a murderer In Jail. But the 
principle Is tba same. So for safety, not for 
vengeance, we should preserve for our chil- 
dren tho full record of the Japs' and Ger- 
mans' hnital crimes against world society. 
"And wo should remind them, by all pos- 
sible means, of the dangers which abandon- 
ment of watchfulness and control would 
Invite.

The partisan oppoeltloa 
of the minority threatens to dive a last-minute victory 
to Itooievelt and his leading liberal champion. 

The senate Is extremely Jealoua of tls prerogaUve 
to pou on presidential appointments. Many upper 
chamber men view the other body's attempt to load 
down the George bUl with more crlppUng amendments 
Bi a move to poach on their constltuUcQsl authority. 

Here aealn three Democrats from below Mason and 
Dixon's line ore Jeopordltlng the batUe against Wal- 
lace. They ore ncpa. Eugene EL Cox ol QeorslD, 
Howard W. Smith of Vlrslnla nnd Roger 0, eiaughter 
tf Missouri. 

As tQembcra of the nUes committee, they favor the 
Republican changea which transform the commerce 
department Into a shadowy, statistical agency. U 
they vote with the minority In the showdown, it is 
almost certain that the house will adopt the GOP 
propMals.

"You are playing with the other side, which wanta 
to araaih our party," declared MacCormadc. "Vou 
are engaglns in peanut poUUcs that will repudiate 
the President while he la letUhig the fato of the world 
with the leaders of othr naUors." But the trio re- 
mained deaf to these denunciations. 

The parlinmenlary Kjuabble may prevent enactment 
ol the Georse bill before March 1, when tho senate 
is scheduled to vote on the Wallace nomination Itself, 
That Is the real aim ol the ontls, who hope that the 
confirming body, may reject the former vice-president, 
fearing bis uas of the present lending power. 

By thst time, however, senators may. be so disgusted 
with the backstage knifing and m^euverlng that 
they miiy back Wallace all tlio way. 

ZirCK— A 'Surprising: stroke of military luclc paved 
tho way for the Anglo-American repulse ot tho von 
Rundstedt offensive aimed at tho fortress of Liege and 
tho chonnel ports. High olflcers here shudder when 
they think liow close tho Germans came to driving 
a wedgeibotwfen the allied armies on the continent. 

Dte. 13 tho Americans tn Belgium started a series 
of limited attacks on the Germans In the Monschau 
region. The movements were not large-scale opcra- 
Uons, but they involved some of our veteran troops. 
Underlying plan was to feel out tho enemy strength 
guarding the Roer' river and the system of large 
dams in that area, and to discover whether it waa 
the logical place for a grand break-through. 

Dec. IB von Rundatcdt struck with every weapon he. 
possessed. Unfortunately for him. he bad not scouted 
tlio poslUon or power of our units engaged In the 
rccormalisance in force. For it was these men who 
happened to be at tho right point at the right momenL 
□y more accident they had been so disposed that they 
were able to bhmt tho bulge and hold on grimly to the 
left flank until the allies hsd lime to mass their full 
might. It was one of the narrowest squeaks of the 
war for the United Nations.

LONDON— They bad a debate hi 
the house ot commons the other 
day on what kind ot chamber 
should be built after the war to re- 
place the one de- 
stroyed by bombs 
early In the war. 

Hiat debate 
seems to explain 
more about Brit- 
ish pollttc^ and 
possibly even 
about world poli- 
tics, than any- 
tlUng else I have 
encountered over 
here. In It was the 
strong pull of tra- 
dition seeming to 
hold the poUtlcal world In Its small, 
familiar orbit. 

The subject of the debate was a 
report recommending that the now 
bouse be patterned as neorly na 
possible after the one that was de- 
itroyed. It would bo Just as small 
IS the old one, which would mean 
that only alwut one-fourth ol the 
members could find seats. 

Prhne Mhilstcr ChurchUl led 
those— ond they seemed to lie in 
the majority— who favored keeping 
tho chamber small. The point 
Churchill and the others empha- 
alied woe tho Importance ot pre- 
serving intimacy of exchange, and 
they spoko with a scorn of any- 
thing In design which might make 
the chamber into a ■■theater." 

Prom the minority, including the 
minority on the committee that 
recommended the form ot the new 
chamber to the house, came piteous 
pious for more space. It made you 
think of the Mad Hatters' tea party 
In Alice hi Wonderland. The prime 
minister and his friends on the front 
benches were crying "no room, no 
room." while tho back benches who 
tight. their way Into the 
house on -the days of -blg-debaUs 
were crj'lng tor places at the table. 

On.nny Issue, largo or smoll, tho 
opposition always stands In awe ot 
Churchill, who la ruthless In de- 
bate. Therefore. whUe Ihoy muf- 
fled their protests, strong leellng 
was nevertheless discernible be- 
neath tho surface, BIr John Ward- 
law Mlhio ventured to soy: "Al- 
though It may be very' nice tor the 
ministers to sit In the chamber In 
which, as tho prime minister put It 
a tew minutes ago, a numlwr of 
honorable members caimol 1m seat- 
ed. It is not so pleasant for the, 
honorable members who are counted 
out. and I do suggest that In this 
matter atone tha house should take 
a rather wider view than has been 
taken In the past" 

Other members complained that 
_o provision had been made tor 
olllce space In which to Interview 
constituents and do ottlclal busi- 
ness. If members of oongresa la 



Washtagton think they are 111 treat- 
ed Id tha matter of tpsce. they 
should have heard Major D. A. J. 
Peto. member for BtrmlnBhsm, de- 
scribe tho conditions under which 
members of parliament tried to 
carry on their work In the pre- 

"As I hove gone through the lob-

Perhaps the foct 
that she Is retiring from the house 
where she has served w long em- 
boldened the first woman member of 
commons to speak with more frank- 
ness than most ot her collesgucs.

many men to work at all. It was 
Byrnes who wrote thit a teamster 
was "employed" If he merely stuck 
a gun In the ribs ot a truckman 
entering Hew York and demanded 
S3, a day's wages, for driving the 
truck Into the city but sctuaUy re- 
fused to drive It a single Inch.' That 
stand-by system has wasted mllUoas 
of hours thit might hare been work- 
ed by able-bodied men and tt la 
maintained by Roosevelt In a polit- 
ical conspiracy with a gsng of pred- 
atory unloneers who have supported 
him In return. Now It Is proposed 
that the entire nation should abon- 
don the liberty of clvUlsns to make 
up for this continuing vute. 

It Is further Insisted, snd a mean 
and yellow congress has conceded, 
that men so drafted and eicn shitted 
from their homes to alons tor this 
corruption, will have to ioSa imlons 
la closed shop plants snd nkaka 
compulsory contributions to Roose- 
velt's political funds.

This wss Roosovolt 
sgain, playlpg ball and politics with 
the people who were collecting 
money for his campslgn but at a 
cost ot. tires for lack ot which the 
fighters at tho front were suffering 
shortages ot transport and presum- 
ably casualties. 

Even James Mead, en old pro- 
fessional unloneer. lilnuelf, and a 
new deal senator from Now York 
couldn't forbear to tell ot loafing in 
shipyards he opparently discovered 
ceily recently although It has been 
notorious since Pearl Hubor and a 
troglc discouragement to decent men 
who wonted to work. Here Rooee- 
velt's vaunted mansteroent tiod 
foiled again, but the remedy pro- 
posed Is not to end losllng but a 
draft of more men to help the loaf- 
ers Idle their days awsy.

Dsnkers say that SS billion dol- 
lars' worth ot wsr production has 
been scheduled for IMS, compared 
with lost year's output of S3 billion 
seven hundred million. 

And this budget does not Include 
a brand-new PacUic fleet of war- 
ships and merchant craft which the 
admirals [jan to operate la addition 
to our present huge complement 
These win be needed for the great 
land battles which must be fought 
before Japan Is utterly vaniiulshed. 

' GTBENGTH— Ths United States, 
not Russia, as msnv vrriters think 
—Is the most powerful mllltsry na-' 
tlon In the world today. 

We have' mobillted for two simul- 
taneous wars 13 million in our army 
and imvy—one out ot every 11 per- 
sons. Tho Soviet unlcn baa the same 
number and therefore a larger 
army. But we have a bigger navy 
and air force. The Slavs could not 
equip their own troops and had to 
csU on us for tanks, trucks and 
planes.

The 
provldani Irrigator, In other words, 
controls his head of water, rebullda 
was tetul distributing systems, short- 
ens hla rune so that he gets ever 
wetting tor hla.cropa the entire 
length of the field, and puts on wr 
ter, not on the basis ol how much 
available or how Uttlo It costs, but 
to meet the needs ot his particular 
crops.

13,41X1 
per year. Such Jobs as ranch su- 
porhitendents, foremen, oUier larm 
workers and Irrigation company em' 
ployes are covered by tho rcgula' 

In tho past, approvals for such 
wage or salary increases liave been 
made In Wa^Ington and the new 
authority delegated to the Idaho 
BtQup Is a step whlfA matetlaUy ex- 
peditea the process ot obtaining ap- 
proval for increases. Herrlngton 
said. Applications for Increases will 
be conalderad-ln tha light oi regu. 
latlons which specify certalr 
grounds upon which Increases may 
bo JustUIed. 

The Condltlona 

These grounds are: 

Adjustments to competifiate for 
the rise In the cost of living l>e- 
tween Jan. 1, 1041, and May 1, 1043. 

Those necessary to adjust salaries 
or wages up to the minimum ot 
tested and going rates. 

Reasonable adjustments In 
ol promotion, reclasEltlcatlona, 
merit Increases, and Incentive pay- 
ments, provided such adjustments 
do not Increase the lever of pro- 
duction costs appwclably or lurnt&h 
a basis either to increase prices 
or to resist otherwise Justlflablr 
reductions In prices, and 

Wages or salary adjustments lo 
correct Inequalities between Imma- 
diately inter-related Job classifica- 
tions wliere such Inequalities lukve 
arisen be cause ot the elimination of- 
BUlii lands rds ot living or because 
of the appllcnUoa ot the Ultla steel 
formula, but only to the extent re- 
quired lo keep the minimum difer; 
entlsls necessary to maintain pro> 
d active efficiency. Such adjustments 
are to bo tapered off rigorously 
when applied to higher Job classl- 
ticatlons. 

Should BUidy Law 

All- farm operators are urged 
give careful consideration to the law 
governing agricultural wages when 
contemplating Increases In salarler 
or wages to employes. The regula- 
tions provide that no decreoie mai 
bo mode below the wages or salaries 
paid during the period Jan. 1 to 
Sept. IS. 1043, without board ap- 

AII applications relative lo agrl' 
cultural workers' wage or salary In- 
creases should be made to the wagr 
atabUlsatlon board. 631. Idaho build' 
Boise. County agricultural 
agents can provide Information on 
the subject and application lornu.

Where fi- 
nancing Is needed by one or both 
of the farmers who plan to use the 
machinery, PSA group service loans 
-re sUll available. 

If neighboring farmers can meet 
the need ot both farms through 
Joint usa of one piece ot equipment, 
they not only reduce the cash out- 
lay for maohlnary by half but In- 
crease the efficiency of their opera- 
tions, Sparks aald. This Is particu- 
larly true where labor-saving ma- , 
chUieiy such as hoy slackers, buck 
rakes, hay balers, manure spread- 
era, and the more expensive tractor 
equipment is Involved. 

Oroup aervlce loans may also be 
used for setting up aenicea to pro- 
vide purebred slrea for two or tnori 
herds where costs of Individual own- 
ership would Iw prohibitive. A num- 
ber ot small dairy herds In the coun- 
try could bo greatly Improved 
through purchase of proven or pure- 
bred aires. 

Welding and machinery repair 
equipment, pressure cookers and 
olher farm and home items can 
often be purchased mora economi- 
cally on a Joint ownership and use 
basis. Oroup service loans bear 
three per cent Interest .and are 
payable durmg the normal life _. 
tho service. Complete Information 
may be obtahied at the county FSA 
otllco or the county FSA committee-
